WHY ELECTRICITY 
MUST BE SAVED 


On account of the unusually light rainfall during the past 
winter, Power companies throughout the state who use 
water power for the generation of electricity are now 
faced with an acute shortage. 


On the Edison system the two principal sources of water 
power supply are the Kern River east of Bakersfield and 
the tributaries of the San Joaquin River northeast of 
Fresno. 


Kern River is carrying only 25 per cent of the water 
usnally available on this date. 


On the Big Creek System where water is stored in Hunt- 
ington Lake the amount available is less than 25 per cent 
of normal. This lake which has a capacity of 88,000 acre 
feet now holds less than 20,000 acre feet and practically 
no more will follow in until next April. 


(nder the supervision of the Railroad Commission plans 
Lave been formulated to protect the essential requirements 
of all power users throughout the state. This will be done 
by directing the use of the power so that non-essential 
service will be curtailed until the present situation is 
relieved. 


To this end the Edison Company has prepared a power 
budget which assigns to each of its operating districts the 
amount of power available for each month. The District 
Manager in turn will arrange so that this power will be 
distributed equitably among all the consumers in his 
district. 


To accomplish this some rigid rules will be put into effect 
which will eliminate the use of certain kinds of service 
which the committee representing all of the interests 
throughout the state considers unnecessary. 


Tho situation is unforeseen and absolutely unavoidable. 
Wherever restrictions are made they are necessary to con- 
serve>the power for the use of farmers to mature their 
crops and to supply industry and maintain payrolls. With- 
out supervision the crops would suffer and industrial 
workers would be laid off. 

We ask our consumers to aid in every possible way by 
reducing the consumption of electric energy by shorter 


honrs of use and, wherever possible, the substitution of 
other devices to conduct their work.

End of War 


T is evident that the tendency to condemn war grows 

I in force. In the future it will be difficult to drag 
nations into battle. As the level of intelligence rises, 
this abhorrence of war will increase. 

For a long time the horrors of armed combat have been 
hidden a little by the tinsel and the trappings, but now men 
are looking behind the mask and regarding the horrors with 
clear eyes. They note clearly, what they always knew but 
considered little, that millions are laboring day by day to pay 
for past wars and to prepare for coming ones. The prospect 
appeals. 

Then men reflect that money spent on wars, past and pre- 
gent, could be used to such wonderful advantage in the ways 
of peace. They realize that the accumulated wealth spent on 
the last war would have been plenty to make this an alto- 
gether different and better world. 


There was a time when men felt it necessary to fight one 
another to maintain personal dignity. To do that now would 
besmirch personal dignity. Personal honor and dignity are 
now preserved not by fighting, but by refusing to fight. Why 
should national honor and dignity be different, 

It is remarkable that this old code now ignored as between 
individuals has been kept among nations. It was the idea, 
and still is to some small extent, that nations must not suffer 
affront but must go into the bloody ditch to preserve national 
honor. But national honor may be preserved without that just 
as individual honor is preserved without it. 


It may become necessary to repress an unruly nation, but 
such repression in the future will be effected by weapons quite 
different from those that kill. Publie opinion will array 
against the killer nation just as it has arrayed itself against 
the rowdy individual. 

And nations bent on war, determined to be predatory, will 
find themselves compelled to yield to world opinion against 
war, backed as it will be by economic pressure, if there must 
be force of some kind. 

It is possible that the great war was the darkness just 
before the dawn. Suffering humanity bent down by burdens 
hopes so.

Obedience 


HERE are few Americans who have not heard of Casa- 
‘T bianea, the boy who ‘‘stood on the burning deck;’’ 

but it is probable that not many of all who know 

the story have ever regarded it as anything more than 
dramatic fiction in verse. Yet Giacomo Casabianca, whose 
name for more than a hundred years has stood for obedience 
even in the shadow of death, and Horatio Nelson, whose will- 
ful acts of insubordination more than once served as stepping 
stones to renown, fought on opposite sides and within cannon- 
shot of each other at the Battle of the Nile; and the boy’s 
heroic father—and this brings the story of Casabianca a little 
closer to us—may in earlier years have known Washington, 
for he was an officer in the Comte de Grasse’s command at 
the siege of Yorktown. 

There is a disposition nowadays to disparage Casabianca, 
to say that he should have fled when by a tragic turn of 
fortune his obedience to orders could no longer avail to save 
his father’s ship—could only result in removing a valorous 
|soul from a world that needed it. In the same spirit many 
condone the disobedience of Nelson, who later at the Battle 
of Copenhagen, on being informed that his commanding 
admiral had signalled to retire, clapped his telescope to his 
blind eye, declaring that he eaw no signals, pushed on and 
won the fight. 


The question whether disobedience rather than obedience 
may not be the proper course at times is one over which 
easuists will continue to split hair. Perhaps for us the motives 
that animated the two heroic figures offer the best basis for 
judging them. 

Nelson when he disobeyed was impelled by a glowing love 
of country, a furious ambition and an insatiable desire for 
all the material rewards of glory. The soul of Casabianca, 
the ten-year-old midshipman, had room for nothing but pure 
devotion, for the story goes that it was his wish to die with 
the father whom he loved so well quite as much as his high 
sense of duty that made him refuse the appeals of the crew 
to join them and leave the doomed ship. 


The name of Casabianca lives because it stands for a 
victorious character, that of Nelson because he was embodi- 
ment of triumphant genius in war. Casabianca would have 
been noble in any sphere of life. Nelson was great only on 
the deck of his ship. The moment he set foot ashore he be- 
eame a shorn Samson, beguiled by adulation into weaknesses 
that made his friends weep for him. 


The career of Nelson may be a spur to the ambition of the 
young ensign, but it can never do what the story of Casa- 
bianca’s one crowded hour has done—offer an example of 
supreme moral courage unsustained by the fury of combat or 
the hope of glory. 

On the whole the name of Giacomo Casabianca, which 
turned into plain English is James Whitehouse, shines with 
much the purer flame. Who knows how many boys during 
the hundred years since the stripling gave up his life have 
been definitely influenced for good by his tragic story? Who 
knows but that the thought of the heroic little Corsican may 
have fired some of the rough cavalrymen of the famous Light 
Brigade when they obeyed the blundering order that sent 
them to certain death?—The Youth’s Companion.

Asparagus Soup 
One cup creamed asparagus, one 
quart milk, half cup mashed pota- 
toes. Heat milk, add _ potatoes, 
with pepper, salt and butter size 
of an egg; add asparagus, and 
serve at once. 


Cream of Tomato Soup 

One pint canned tomatoes, one- 
half pint water, two tablespoons- 
ful flour, one pint milk, one table 
spoon butter, salt, pepper and 
onion to taste, pinch of baking 
soda. Put tomatoes, water, and 
seasoning in pan and heat, strain 
through a sieve. Heat milk ‘and 
add flour and butter. When ready 
to serve, take from fire, add soda 
dissolved in a little water, and 
gradually pour tomato mixture in- 
to hot milk, 


Irish Potato Soup 
Peel, boil and mash six med- 
ium sized potatoes. Thin with 
milk to consistency of heavy 
cream, add butter, salt and pep- 
per to taste. Heat and serve. 


Veal Soup 

Stew a knuckle of veal in three 
quarts of water, with tablespoon 
of uncooked rice. Let simmer two 
hours, remove from fire and stir 
slowly on well beaten yolk of egg 
and cup of milk or cream. Stir 
for a few minutes to prevent 
eurdling. 


Cream of Corn Soup 

One can corn, one pint boiling 
water, one pint milk, two table- 
spoons of butter, two of flour, 
pinch of salt. Let corn and water 
boil for ten minutes, put through 
sieve and turn into double boiler 
with milk, add flour and butter to- 
gether with little milk. Season 
to taste. ‘ 


Bouillion 
Knuckle of beef and small veal 
bone, one carrot, one turnip, small 
onion, celery salt. Cover the bones 
with water and let the pan simmer 
for several hours. The last hour 
put in the vegetables. Strain 
through a colandar and leave till 
next day. Remove fat, and use 
stock, which should be jellied, 

for cleas meat soup. 


HELPFUL HINTS 


Remove paint from windows, 
glass, etc., by applying hot vine- 
gar. 


Iced water in a pitcher will 
remain cooler much longer if 
a paper bag is placed over the 
mouth of the pitcher. 

Soaking a new broom in hot 
water in which half a cup of 
coarse salt has been dissolved will 
toughen the article and give it a 
longer life. 

When stamps stick together in 
hot weather, run a hot iron over 
the bunch and they will separate 
easily without losing the mucil- 
age. 


Wet eggs in cold water before 
dropping them into hot water for 
boiling, and they will not crack. 


Ammonia poured through ma- 
terials that have been stained 
with iodine will remove all traces 
of the stain, and not injure the 
fabric. 

Vegetables and fruits rich in 
iron are spinach, lettuce, aspar- 
agus, string beans, celery, rad- 
ishes, raisins, prunes, dates and 
olives. 


A teaspoon of strained honey 
will sweeten whipped cream and 
make it remain stiff for a whole 
day, at the same time giving it 
a delightful flavor.
